Well-Dressed Stranger 


in the Dark.

Ruffer, aged 18, had a most terrifying, ex-. 
perience |nst night on their arrival from 
San : Francisco on the . 8 . o'clock train. 
The young women nre employed In San 
Francisco with Nathan. Dohrmann & 
Company, Mias Anna being a bookkeeper. 


As the young women left the Meli-ose 


station ihey noticed a man, well dressed 
and carrying an overcoat under his arm, 
who. seemed to be following them. They 
hurried on their way, but the man over- 
took them and. catching Miss Anna by 
the arm, attempted to drag her to one 
side. 
Margaret screamed and ran back 


toward . the 
station to summon aid. 


Meanwhile the mysterious stranger had 
seized^ hold of Anna and attempted to 
drag her away to the side of th'e road. 


Tries to Choke 
Her. 


The young woman fought desperately 


and.the man, cursing her, grabbed her by 
the throat 'and placed ' his .other hand 
across her 'mouth,' attempting to choke 
off her screams/ 


The girl continued her struggles and, 


breaking away from her assailant; ran up 
the steps of the house of E. H. Cunning-

Widow of James Moffitt Makes 
Settlement of $26,600 Directly 


following the Supreme 


Court Ruling. 


One of the largest amounts that lias 


ever been pafd into the county treasury 
as an inheritance tax was paid yester- 
day afternoon by the widow of James 
Moffitt, the amount bein^ J26.6S4.96. The 
estate Is valued at $995,319; 
The rax 


goes into the State revenue fund, which 
is apportioned among the schools of the 
various counties of the State. 


The money was paid after -a decision 


had been handed down by the Supreme 
Court, ruling that the tax would have 
to be paid the State. 
Mrs. Moffitt re- 


fused 
to pay the inheritance tax and 


County Treasurer Kelley commenced an 
action-in behalf of the State. 
The Su- 


preme C-ourt ruled in his favor and the 
tax was immediately paid, a check having 
been received at Uie county treasurer's 
office yesterday afternoon. 


Other holm of the Mofftt estate paid 


their inheritance taxes, which amounted 
to $21,452, before the derision was handed 
dow.n, 
Mr. Moffiltt, was a member of the 


firm of Blake, Moffitt & Towne, and 
owned large tracts of land in this city, 
the largest being situated on Broadway 
at1 Twenty-second street.'

The clerk, realizing that, the addition of 


gljiberine In given quantities to nitric and 
mvfriatic acid makes one of the most 


powerful explosives known to science, be- 


came at once suspicious of the man and 
his unusual request and made known his 


suspicions :it once. 


After Kerr had left the store he was 


•watched while Detective McSorley was 
on-the way to the store. 
McSorley was 


•ulticlently interested in the case to cause 
th« arrest of the men. 
It is only inti- 


jnaied by the police that the men had 
any knowledge 
of the 
dynamiting of 


Supervisor Gallagher's home, but the re- 
quest for materials the same as were 
probably used In the commission of the 
act led tht police to the opinion that tho 
put acts of Kerr and his companion were 
veil worthy of Investigation.

Schencks and left the house a tottering 
ruin. In the second place, a large ac- 
cumulation of gas In the basement of the 
house was impossible 
as there 
were 


many openings in the basement through 
which the gas would have escaped.

gaspipes were all intact,' an Investigation 


showing that there

leakage 


There were no lights carried about whic 


would have ignited the gas in the place 
even if the gas had 'escaped and ac 


cumulated. 
Believes It Was a 
Premediated Crime

dynamiting was a premeditated

well worked out In all its details befor 
the actual occurrence. It Is on this the 
ory that we are working at present 
have "-been informed that there are 
number of police officials working on the

'Oakland department, but so far I have 
not been offered assistance by any out- 
side parties. We have not asked for aid 


in the case. I have not even discussed 
the case with Heney, Spreckels, Burns or 
others who I have been told were In Oak- 
land. That they were in Oakland is only 
hearsay so far as I am: concerned. Every 
possible clew is being run down.

plosion, though somewhat dased herself 
she endeavored to calm those about her. 
Her presence of mind was remarkable. 


Anita Schenck ivas just entering the 


dining room through a door from the 
kitchen when the explosion occurred and 
was thrown across the room and .down 
to the floor against a stove. 


Miss 
Schenck returned. home at 7 


o'clock, half an hour before the explosion 
took place. 
The charred remnants of

The infernal machine, which was 
irobably set off by a time device, was, in 
my opinion, dropped In the folds of a silk 
umbrella which had been left standing 
at the front entrance of the house.

Set Off by Acid 


••We found soroa 'shreds of a silk urn 


brella covering, pieces of » silk handker 
chief in which the -whole deadly affair 
mar have been wrapped, and

scorched bit* of paper. It Is probable 
that no fuse was used and that the ex- 
plosive was set off by add being poured 
over the paper, which ignltea and in 
turn ignited the explosive compound. 
That the explosive was set off In the 
entrance of the house goes without say- 
ing.

If we are t 
conclude that the men in control of the United Railroads are so de 
pravecl and inhuman as to instigate so horrible a crime we mus 
also conclude that they are fools. So far as Calhoun and his assoc 
ates are concerned, they had drawn all of Gallagher's fire. He ha 
testified three times against T.rey L. Ford, and each time his test 
mony was weakened by contradictions and details which destroye 
credence in his story. He had done the railroad people all the harm 
it was in his power to inflict, and had left the stand on the day o 
the explosion an utterly discredited man. 


The simplest order of intellect would, have foreseen that any 


attack on Gallagher would have been laid at the door of the United 
Railroads, and employed, as it is now being employed, to create 
prejudice against the corporation and the defendant on trial. There- 
fore, to have assassinated Gallagher after his testimony was all in 
would have been an act of suicidal folly. Is it to be assumed that' 
men like Calhoun, Ford, Abbott and Mullally are so deficient in 
everyday wisdom as to perpetrate a hideous crime that would recoil 
with terrible effect on themsrlves and enormously strengthen their 
enemies? But this assumption must also be predicated on the 
assumption that they belpng to the lowest order of criminals, men 
without compunction, remorse or humanity. And it must further 
be assumed that they took the desperate risk of placing themselves 
and their fortunes at the mercy of thugs and assassins. 


All the above assumptions must be accepted as true before any 


reasoning person can give credence to the unsupported accusations 
of Haney and the organs of the Spreckels prosecution. If the side 
profiting most by the crime is to be charged with-its commission, 
then the guilt lies nearer the door of the prosecution than of fhe 
defense.

ley Moore. 
The ^attorney succeeded: 


ffttlns the bcodler to admit that hi« tes- 
timony yesterday on direct examination 
was the same as that -which he gave in 
the trial in which the defendant was ac 
cu«ed> of hav-ns attempted to bribe the 
late Thomas Lonergan. 


Thl« admission places "Wilson under 


the bis stick which is hanging over the 
tirad^ of all the grafting Supervisors. 
but over his head in a particular man- 
ner. for the reason that Wilson, in his 
testimony in the Lonergan trial, did not 
plaao* the prosecution. As a consequence, 
three*- more indictments -were returned 
*g»ia»t the srrafter for the purpose of 
showing him that he had "to be good" 
or el>e he -would have to fight to keep 
from -going to prison. 
Getting Into Trouble. 


After the last indictments had been 
returned. Wilson felt that he -was going 
to get into trouble and made his peace 
•with the graft prosecutors by stating 
that he had been misunderstood and- that 
he was willing to tell a story which, he 
thought, would be satisfactory to them. 
esterday. 
however, 
when

ore that his testimony was just the 
i» as that which he had given in the 
Ix>n«rgan trial, the question arose as to 
•what the grnft prosecutors who were 
dissatisfied with Wilson's story in the 
Jlrst trial are to do with the much-pro- 
testing witness.
